DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of Group II, Species A)figures 2-3, claims 15-24 in Paper No. 4 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without 
traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 1-14, and 25-34 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 4. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because 
they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: "111" as 
set forth on page 9, line 13; "119" as set forth on page 10, line 1. A proposed drawing 
correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

4. The drawings are objected to because figure 5 shows reference numeral "105". 
However, since it is a different isolation device, it should be a different reference. A 
proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action 
to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 
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Specification 



5. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 5, line 
28, reference to figure 4 is incorrect; page 1 lines 16-17 makes reference to figure 4 twice. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



6. The following js a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent except that an international application filed under the treaty 
defined in section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published 
unjder section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was published 
under Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the, English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention 
by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the 
purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined 
in section 351(a). 



7. Claims 15, and 19-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Slepianetal (US 5,575,815). 

Slepian discloses catheters (with one or more lumens) for infusion of a cross-linking 
solution (col. 3, lines 35-67), therefore methods for treating an aneurysm wall as claimed 
(col. 11, line - col. 12, line 57). 



8. Claims 16-18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the
